Captain Berry was called and he 
pleaded not guilty to the charges 
against him. Among the charges are 
that he did not reduce speed during 
the fog and did not take timely action 
to avoid the collision, that he did not 
ascertain whether the wireless opera- 
tor of the Nantucket was on duty, 
and that he was careless in not giving 
orders to the wireless operator to 
ascertain the approximate location of 
other vessels, The charges stated 
that he did not shut down his engine 
until one minute before the collision.

LONDON, Feb. 10,—-Western As- 
sociated Press special cable.)—The 
departure today from home stations 
of the first and third battle squad- 
rons and the first battle cruiser squad- 
ron completes a series of British feet 
movements spread over the past 
month, which have virtually denuded 
the shores of England of their de- 
fensive ring of fighting craft, and at 
the same time affords the clear proof | 
of the vastly improved internetiona! | 
situation. | 

For some years past so threatening | 
has the international horizon appeared | 
that in the North Sea alone was it 
possible to complete a concentration 
of home fleet for the spring exercises, 
officers and men being heid as almost | 
prisoners to the shores which it is 
their first duty to guard. Almost a! 
month ago the nine ibattiesnips of the 
second battle squadron left Portiand | 
Bay for Spanish waters, Arosa Bay 
and Vigo being their destination, At 
the same time the third <ruiser squad- |

Today's departures
